scribers generally aredis- 
satisfied with the services 
rendered, The Company’s 
insistence on putting all 
subscribers on party lines, 
is one of the loudest com- 
plaints being heard, along 
with general poor service, 

Mayor Bryant testified 
at the Enterprise meeting 
that the company’s ser- 
vice had not improved since 
a 40 percent rate hike was 
granted provisionally in 
March 1969, 

Many of the mayorshave 
been fighting rate in- 
creases for several years

in Alabama this year to 
525 compared with 578 kil- 
led during the same period 
last year, This is a de- 
crease of 53 fatalities, The 
eight county Dothan district 
troopers investigated 19 
accidents with 9 injuries, 
The traffic law violations 
causing these accidents 
were: driving while into- 
xicated, speeding, failing 
to yield right of way, im- 
proper passing, driving on 
the wrong side of the road 
and water in the roadway, 
The Dothan district has 31 
fatalities so far this year 
as compared with 40 at 
this same time last year, 
This is a decrease of 9 
fatalities, 

Coffee County troopers 
investigated 2 accidents 
this weekend with 1 injury, 
So far this year 5 people 
have died in rural Coffee 
County traffic as compa- 
red with 2 at this same 
time last year.
